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Future of 200 workers uncertain as administrator takes over 


JOBS FEAR 
AT FI TEAM 


THE future of nearly 200 
Banbury jobs are at risk 
since Formula 1 team 
Marussia went into 
administration. 

London-based 
restructuring and recovery 
firm FRP Advisory was 
appointed as administrator 
of the company Manor 
Grand Prix Racing Limited 
on Monday. 

The team employs nearly 
200 staff and has debts of 
around £30m. 

Joint administrator Geoff 
Rowley said: "Whilst the 
team has made significant 
progress during its relatively 
short period of operation, 
the highlight of which 
included securing two 
constructors championship 
points in the current FI 
season, the position remains 
that operating a FI team 
requires significant ongoing 
investment. 

"With the existing 
shareholder unable to 
provide the required level of 
funding, the senior 
management team has 
worked tirelessly to bring 
new investment to the team 
to secure its long-term 
future, but regrettably has 
been unable to do so within 
the time available. 

"Therefore, they have 
been left with no alternative 
but to place the company 
into administration." 

He said this was the 
reason the team will not 
perform in this weekend's 
FI race in Austin, Texas. 

"Given the current 
financial circumstances of 
the group, it is not viable for 
the Marussia FI Team to 
participate in the 2014 
Formula 1 United States

Grand Prix. The company 
will continue to operate 
while the joint 
administrators assess the 
longer term viability of the 
company in its present 
form." 

It means there will only 
be 18 cars on the grid, the 
smallest field since the 2005 
Monaco Grand Prix. 

Mr Rowley said that the 
company's future for the rest 
of the championship was 
uncertain. He added: 
"Following Austin, there are 
two further rounds of the 
2014 championship 
remaining, in Sao Paulo and 
Abu Dhabi. 

"The team's participation 
in those races will depend 
on the outcome of the 
administration process and 
any related negotiations 
with interested parties in 
what is a very limited 
window of opportunity." 

He said jobs were only 
secure until the end of this 
week. "No redundancies 
have been made following 
the company's entering into 
administration and all staff 


have been paid in full to the 
end of October. 

"The ongoing staff 
position will however be 
dependent on whether the 
company can secure new 
investment in the limited 
time available. We remain 
highly focused on engaging 
with interested parties." 

This is the second 
Oxfordshire FI team in a 
week to go into 
administration, after 
Caterham Sports Ltd went 
into the administration of 
Smith & Williamson on 
Friday. 

Caterham has been given 
special dispensation to miss 
the next two grands prix 
while looking for a buyer.

A six- 
day public inquiry at West 
Oxfordshire District Council's 
Witney office ended last week and 
a decision is likely to be made by 
December 22. It follows the 
council's decision to refuse Sharba 
Homes' proposal to develop land at 
West End Farm in Churchill Road 
last December. Residents were 
concerned it would impact on the 
setting of Chipping Norton's iconic 
Bliss Tweed Mill.

■ FRIENDS and family held a 
fundraiser for murdered teenager 
Connor Tremble on Friday. The 
event, staged at the Wheatsheaf 
Pub, Banbury, raised money for the 


charity UK Brain Bank for Autism. 
Friend Marley Ward performed a 
rap song in memory of the 1 7-year- 
old, who died after he was stabbed 
in Fairacres Road, Oxford, in 
February. Mr Ward recorded the 
rap, which has had more than 
12,000 views on YouTube , shortly 
after Connor's death. Will 
Blencowe, 21, from Banbury, was 
found guilty of Connor's murder in 
August and was given a life 
sentence.

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A TOTAL of 24,445 new 
homes could be built across 
the Cherwell District 
Council area after 
councillors voted to 
approve modifications to 
the Local Plan last week. 

The Local Plan - a planning 
blueprint that earmarks land for 
future development - had to be 
revised after planning inspector 
Nigel Payne said in June that the 
council's housing target might 
have been too low. 

The council had proposed to 
build 1 6,750 homes, 
significantly lower than the

22,800 which were 
recommended by the 
Government's strategic housing 
market assessment. 

The modified Local PLan has 
an additional 7,695 proposed 
homes and will now be sent 
back to the planning inspector 
to be signed off. 

Cherwell's planning chief, 
Michael Gibbard, said: "I am 
happy that members found 
favour with the modifications. 

"It means that we can now 


take the plan forward for the 
renewed examination. 

"The original plan was found 
lacking in housing numbers 
particularly and that is what has 
now been addressed, but we 
have increased the employment 
opportunities alongside that. 

"It remains a plan for 
economic prosperity." 

But Campaign to Protect 
Rural England's Oxfordshire 
director, Flelen Marshall, was 
critical of the proposals. 

She said: "It seems to me that 
councillors voted for a short¬ 
term gain of trying to get a 
Local Plan approved. 


"But they ignored the fact that 
by accepting completely 
unrealistic targets we are storing 
up lots of problems for the 
future. 

"The impact in the long run 
will be the loss of a significant 
amount of greenfield sites and 
also increasing pressure on 
infrastructure and services. 

"I think the council should 
have been braver in challenging 
the Government figures. 

"We would like to see them 
go back to the original Local 
Plan, which we felt was realistic 
and deliverable."

But the review's author added that he had 
"no doubt that the Heythrop Hunt case was 
appropriately brought". 

The animal welfare charity ran up a 
£327,000 bill taking the hunt and its former 
huntsman, Julian Barnfield, and former 
master, Richard Sumner, to court in 2012. 
The fines and costs imposed after a hearing 
at Oxford Magistrates' Court totalled just 
over £26,000. 

The review was carried out by lawyer 
Stephen Wooler, a former chief inspector of 
the Crown Prosecution Service Inspectorate, 
at the request of the RSPCA's ruling council. 

He said: "The unstructured and haphazard 
environment within which the RSPCA 
operates now means that the RSPCA role is 
poorly defined and its relationships with the 
public bodies with whom its investigation 
and prosecution work overlaps are unclear." 

The report added: "The reviewer found 
nothing to support the contention of the 
Countryside Alliance that the prosecution 


was political, and that the Heythrop Hunt 
was targeted because it operated within the 
Parliamentary constituency of the Prime 
Minister." 

But Tim Bonner, director of campaigns at 
the Countryside Alliance, said: "The 
Heythrop case was a prominent example of 
an RSPCA private prosecution that had a 
significant political connotation. The Wooler 
report into the RSPCA's prosecutions policy 
supports our view about the RSPCA acting 
as a prosecutor and political campaigner. 
We hope that the society will heed his 
recommendation and leave prosecution 
decisions to the CPS." 

Mr Wooler's report said that the charity 
should only be a last resort for prosecutions 
if the police or CPS failed to act, and it 
should instead work alongside them on 
cruelty cases. 

An internal steering group is working on 
the charity's response to Mr Wooler's 
recommendations.

■ Restorative justice ordered after 15-year-old threw bottle at referee 


Soccer ban for teenager 


A FIFTEEN-year-old boy has been 
banned from attending Banbury 
United and ordered to undertake a 
restorative justice programme after a 
bottle was thrown at a referee. 

The club's game against Slough 
Town was abandoned after the 
incident on Saturday. The referee was 
unable to continue officiating after 
being struck. 

A Thames Valley Police spokesman 
said: "Officers attended the incident 
and a 15-year-old boy from Banbury 
was interviewed by police. 

"He has undertaken a youth 
restorative disposal and has been 
banned from attending Banbury 
United Football Club." 

Restorative justice often involves 
victims and offenders meeting, 
encouraging offenders to face up to 
the consequences of their actions. 

Banbury United's manager Paul 
Davis said the incident happened as 
referee Lee Sheridan approached his 
dressing room at half-time. He had 
just blown the whistle for the break 
of the Evo-Stik Southern Premier 
Division game against Slough Town 
on Saturday. The visitors were 
leading 2-1. 

Mr Davis said: "The referee went 
down. I was able to help him to his 
dressing room. 


"It hadn't been an ill-tempered 
tempered game - although they were 
a few decisions just before the break 
that led to the fans shouting abuse at 
the referee. 

"There were about 150 fans of 
both sides around the tunnel at the 
time." 

Mr Davis added: "It's a disgusting 
thing to happen at any football 
match. I expect the league will 
impose a big fine on the club. But 
even if we had had enough stewards, 
it would have been difficult to 
prevent such a stupid action. 

"I hope we are not docked points, 
because this had nothing to do with 
any of the players." 

An official statement from Banbury 
United, issued just after the game, 
said: "The football club regrets that 
the game had to be abandoned at 
half-time. 

"The club will carry out a full 
investigation into the half-time 
incident and co-operate with the 
relevant authorities." 

The Football Association and 
Southern Premier Division have not 
commented. 

The game is expected to be 
replayed in midweek later in the 
season.

A £60,000 
windfall for 
lido trust

CHIPPING Norton Lido's 
two pools are to be given 
new tile surfaces thanks to 
a £60,240 grant from Sport 
England. 

The money, from the Inspired 
Facilities Fund, is the largest 
grant received by the 
community trust which runs the 
open-air adult and toddler 
pools since it took over the lido 


from West Oxfordshire District 
Council ten years ago. 

Trustee Claire Jarvis said: 
"They are contributing to the 
next part of our refurbishment 
and modernisation programme. 

"The lido was built 40 years 
ago and it hasn't been 
resurfaced since then. It's quite 
a big job. 

"We're in the process of 


going out to tender and taking 
advice from other lidos and 
manufacturers about what 
surfacing to use." 

The lido, in Fox Close, needs 
to raise thousands of pounds 
each year to run and maintain 
the pool and receives no public 
funding other than a £2,000 
grant from the town council. 

Ms Jarvis said: "We're 


delighted we got the money. 
This is the largest single grant 
we have ever received. 

"It's quite a testament to our 
track record and organisation. 
It's a nice vote of confidence." 

Sport England's Inspired 
Facilities Fund supports projects 
to refurbish existing sports 
facilities or to convert existing 
buildings into sports venues. 


Community and voluntary 
organisations can bid for grants 
of between £20,000 and 
£75,000, and other 
organisations such as councils 
and schools can apply for 
grants of up to £150,000.

Braced to beat a 
poppy barrier 


PEOPLE in Oxfordshire are being urged to help break the 
£500,000 barrier for the first time as this year's Poppy 
Appeal gets under way. 

The record total to date for the appeal in the county was 
£492,189 in 2011/12, coinciding with the Royal British Legion's 
90th anniversary. 

Last year a total of £482,367 was raised across Oxfordshire 
and RBL bosses are hoping the centenary of the start of the First 
World War will help them to beat the all-time record. 

Mark Garwood, Oxfordshire's 36-year-old community 
fundraiser for the RBL, said: "The centenary makes this a very 
special year. I would like to think that 
means people will give even more 
generously than usual. 

"Reaching £500,000 is our target 
and there will be hundreds of 
collectors out and about across the 
county trying to achieve that target." 

One of the most dedicated 
volunteers is father-of-three Jim 
Lewendon, 85, the chairman of the 
Oxfordshire RBL branch.

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■ County fined £200,000 over care delays 

Counting cost of 
trapped patients 


FINES of more than £200,000 
have been slapped on council 
bosses by hospital leaders over 
bed-blocking delays. 

Hospitals outside of Oxfordshire 
have used national powers to levy 
£120-a-day fines against 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

The fines were introduced in 
2003 in a bid to tackle bed¬ 
blocking, where a person, usually 
an OAP, is well enough to leave 
hospital but does not because home 
care has not been finalised. 

This is regularly blamed on the 
county council not arranging 
support in the community - such as 
care in their home - quickly 
enough. 

Figures from a Freedom of 
Information request show that the 
council was fined £226,440 for 1 74 
patients from 2011 to the end of 
August this year, including £5,040 
for one person stuck in a bed for 42 
days last year. 

The council said the fines were

"predominately" from Reading's 
Royal Berks Hospital, which often 
takes patients from south 
Oxfordshire as it is nearer. 

Yet Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust said it did not fine the 
council. Director of clinical services 
Paul Brennan said: "All 
organisations in Oxfordshire are 
committed to a greater integration of 
service delivery to ensure patients 
are treated in the environment most 
conducive to their care needs. The 
trust believes that fining a partner 
organisation would be 
counterproductive." 

The county's bed blocking rate is 
often cited as one of the worst in 
England, spurred in part by a high 
number of OAPs with complex 
health problems. 

Health service managers warn it 
has a major knock-on effect 
throughout hospitals. 


Yet council bosses said they were 
encouraged that fines had fallen 
from £82,320 in 2011/12 to 
£34,920 in 2013/14. 

It said fines for 25 patients, 
costing £23,640 in 2014/15, were 
late invoices from the previous 
year. 

A county spokesman said: "There 
has been a concerted effort to link 
better with out-of-county hospitals 
in recent times, which is a reason 
for the reduction in reimbursement 
charges." 

Rachel Coney, chief executive of 
the Healthwatch Oxfordshire official 
NHS and social care watchdog, 
called on patients to give it their 
views. 

Snapshot surveys showed about 
1 70 county patients were blocked at 
one time in the 2012/13 winter, 150 
to 1 60 in the next winter and an 
average 132 from January to August. 

Efforts to tackle bedblocking are 
led by Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which 
makes most NHS funding decisions.

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■ Rising demand making it harder to balance county books 

Budget concerns over 
care for the vulnerable

RISING demand for social care 
will make it even harder for the 
county council to balance its 
books next year, its leader has 
warned 

Ian Hudspeth revealed there was an 
overspend on adult and children's 
social care this year. 

Combined with what he predicts will 
be a worse-than-expected financial 
settlement from the Government, he 
said that drawing up the council's next 
budget would be "challenging". 

While Mr Hudspeth ruled out 
ringfencing certain areas of spending, 
he admitted other services could be 
drawn into the firing line. 

He said: "I should imagine that this 
year our settlement from the 
Government will be similar to last year, 
but with the pressures we have got it 
means we will have to find other areas 
to balance them. 

"Adult and children's social care are 
services we are obliged to provide for 
vulnerable people. The pressures there 
will have an impact on the budget but 
we will be looking at all areas to see 
where we can make savings and 
efficiencies."

Mr Hudspeth said there were 
forecast overspends of £5.5m in 
children's social care and £3.6m in 
adult social care this year. 

These will be covered by 
underspends in other departments and 
the council's contingency fund but with 
demand increasing it is likely costs will 
rise again and will need to be 
accommodated in the new budget. 

The rise in demand has been caused 
by an increased number of children 
being referred to social services 
following the growing prominence of 
the issues surrounding child sexual 
exploitation and Oxfordshire's ageing 
population. 

Paul Cann, chief executive of Age 
UK Oxfordshire, warned against any 
further cuts that affected vulnerable 
residents in the county. 

He said: "I think all of us working in 
adult social care have had to do more 
for less for some time now. 

"Like many local authorities it is 
under huge financial pressure and it 
has tried to protect services which keep 


people independent for as long as 
possible. But this cannot go on forever 
because, unfortunately, the pressures 
are such that it is going to be the most 
vulnerable in our society who are 
going to suffer." 

Gill Tishler, of Oxford Citizens' 
Advice Bureau, said: "The county 
council is in a difficult position but we 
are concerned about what that will 
mean in terms of funding. 

"All the agencies have been saying 
that they need to do whatever they can 
to protect the most vulnerable." 

Mr Hudspeth said the budget-setting 
process for next year was still at an 
early stage and many decisions were 
still to be made - including what will 
happen to the rate of council tax. 

Last February the county council - 
which runs the majority of services 
across Oxfordshire - approved cuts of 
£64m to its budget. 

From 2010/11 to 201 7/18 
Government funding will fall by 39 per 
cent, or £96m. 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
said it would publish the provisional 
settlement in December.

Eight county churches in clanger 


EIGHT historic county 
churches in danger of being 
damaged beyond repair 
have been added to English 
Heritage's "at risk" register. 

This year's list includes 68 
sites in Oxfordshire. 

Four churches were removed 
from the list after cash from 
English Heritage and the 
Heritage Lottery Fund enabled 
repairs to be carried out. 

The eight churches added 
are hoping for a similar 
outcome after being recognised 
as buildings at risk of being lost 
in the near future. 

English Heritage spokesman 
Clare Charlesworth said: "We 
do not pick the register as a 
stick to beat people with, we 
do it because we think it can 
be helpful. 

"It reminds people just 
because buildings are old does 
not mean we do not need to 
look after them. 

"It can also act as guidance 
as regards where they should 
concentrate their funding." 

One of the churches at risk is 
the Church of St Mary, 

Banbury. 

It stands near the current 
Banbury Cross and was built 
between 1 793 and 1827 to 
replace the previous Medieval 
church, which was damaged 
during the English Civil War. 

The "at risk" register means a 
building is in danger of 
collapsing completely in 
coming years, or losing features 
that make it unique, such as 
medieval wall paintings. 

Many of the churches on the 
preservation list, which also 
includes the former RAF 
Bicester airbase and the Sutton 
Wick settlement site near 
Drayton, date back to Norman

times. Oxfordshire Historic 
Churches Trust president 
Richard Lethbridge said this 
could pose upkeep problems. 

He said: "We have got more 
than 400 medieval churches 
and like all medieval buildings 
they need more upkeep than 


most. 

"First of all they have 
enormous roofs and in the last 
few years there has been a 
problem with the theft of lead. 

"Even people who do not 
always to go church want to 
support us because in many 
places the church is a symbol 
of the community.

THE new chief executive of the 
NHS Blood and Transplant 
service has said he wants more 
black, Asian and minority 
ethnic people to sign up to 
donate blood and organs. 

He said the drive was an attempt 
to secure a bright future for the 
service in Oxfordshire and across 
the UK. 

Ian Trenholm was speaking after 
watching the opening of a new 
Oxford building to house the 
Therapeutic Apheresis Services Unit, 
which helps patients with blood 
disorders. 

He also appealed for more people 
with O negative blood to come 
forward - to benefit patients 
suffering from life-threatening 
illnesses. O negative blood is 
important because it can be given to 
patients of any blood type. 

Mr Trenholm, who recently took 
over at NHS Blood and Transplant, 
said: "I enjoy trying to make a 
difference when I join an 
organisation. I think the service is in 
great shape. It provides a good 
service for donors and recipients. 

"I am building on that by 
improving digital services, trying to 
increase ethnic donors and taking 
advantage of new improvements in 
science and medicine." 

Twenty-eight per cent of patients 
currently waiting for a transplant are 
from ethnic communities, compared 
to only six per cent of donors in 
2013/14. 

Black, African and Caribbean 
people make up just 0.6 per cent of 
active blood donors, despite 
representing 4.4 per cent of 
England's population. 

This creates problems particularly 
for people waiting for a kidney 
transplant because blood-tissue 
types must be closely matched 
between donor and recipient. 

Matching is more likely when 
both parties are from the same 
ethnic group. The lack of donors 
means many patients from those

communities have to wait longer for 
organs. 

Mr Trenholm said: "We do not 
have a simple answer but we are 
working with various community 
leaders and have launched a 
number of community projects. 
These are more effective than, 
for example, a 
poster 
campaign." 



Service's surprising figures 


THERE were 54,122 units of 
whole blood collected in 
Oxfordshire in 2013. 

Last year was a record year 
for organ donation and 
transplantation in the UK, with 
more than 4,600 transplants. 

3,509 patients benefited from 


organs donated after death. 

Of 1,320 deceased donors in 
the UK just 74 were from ethnic 
communities. 

Patients from these 
communities are more likely to 
need an organ transplant than 
the rest of the population. 


Shake-up for mobile libraries

THE number of stops made by 
mobile libraries across the county is 
set to be halved - but council 
bosses have pledged this will not 
affect the level of service. 

Oxfordshire County Council has 
launched a review of its mobile 
library services as it believes people 
are using them differently now. 

It will mean the council's five 
mobile libraries will only make 
about 200 stops across Oxfordshire 
rather than the previous 463. But 
the council has said the service's 
budget will remain unchanged and 
the remaining stops will last longer. 

Lorraine Lindsay Gale, the 
council's cultural services chief, 


said: "As in any business, customer 
usage changes over time. It is 
common sense to look at new ways 
of working that better reflect the 
current situation. 

"This is categorically not about 
cuts. It is about maximising our 
existing resources. There's no point 
in us sending a mobile library to a 
stop that people no longer use." 

The mobile library service 
currently has seven vehicles. Five 
are general vehicles with two 
specifically for school visits. 

A consultation on the plans will 
run until December 31.

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Claustrophobic take on 
war from inside a tank 


FURY (15, 134 mins) war/action/ 
thriller. Brad Pitt, Logan Lerman, 

Shia LaBeouf, Michael Pena, Jon 
Bernthal, Jim Parrack, Brad William

A t a critical Juncture in David 
Ayer's wartime thriller, Brad 
Pitt's grizzled tank 
commander turns to an 
inexperienced new recruit and 
sounds the death knell on morality 
and diplomacy in a time of conflict. 

"Ideals are peaceful, history's 
violent," he growls with an icy 
glare. 

Those words resonate throughout 
Fury, a brutal, mud-spattered tour of 
duty during the final weeks of the 
Second World War, as seen through 
the gunsights of an M4 Sherman 
tank crew on a collision course 
with Hitler's troops. 

The film opens with Pitt's 
inspirational leader stabbing an 
unsuspecting German officer in the 
eye and Ayer repeatedly sates a 
thirst for close-up gore with expertly 
choreographed battle sequences 
and hand-to-hand combat between 
ground troops. 

The bloodbath temporarily abates 
for brotherly banter inside the 
claustrophobic tank, but the air is 
always chokingly thick with 
impending doom. 

Eight weeks after he enrolls in the 
US Army as a clerk typist, Norman 
Ellison (Logan Lerman) is assigned 
the position of assistant driver in a 


tank christened Fury under the 
command of Sergeant Don 
"Wardaddy" Collier (Brad Pitt). 

This battle-weary veteran began 
the war in Africa and moved to 
Europe, killing numerous Germans 
along the way in the name of 
freedom. 

Aided by the rest of his crew, 
Boyd Swan (Shia LaBeouf), Trini 
Garcia (Michael Pena) and Grady

Fury paints a familiar picture of 
the hell of war, directed with 
testosterone-fuelled swagger by 
Ayer, who previously helmed the 
bombastic police thrillers End Of 
Day and Sabotage. 

His script is studded with 
polished dialogue that doesn't quite 
ring true, like when Collier berates 
thuggish Grady, "You're an animal. 
All you understand is fist and boot". 

Or when Collier encourages 
Norman to sow his seeds with a 
pretty young German (Alicia von 
Rittberg) by purring, "She's a good 
clean girl. If you don't take her into 
that bedroom, I will".
